¥Fourth Lean Tax Features

The ldberly Loan cvommities of New
England has lsgued o circuiar, prepared
By s counsel, desceribing the taxation
features of the fourth Liberty Loan.
After setting forth the sintus of the
bonds with respect lo exisiing tax lnws,
the circula= says: |3

“The House of

“Under, the pending leglelation tax
rates will be greatly increased. The per-
ponal exemptions for individuals will
be $1000 and 32000 (with an sdditional
$200 each for minor children and certain
other spagial classes of dependents.) The °
normal tax on indiviguala will bhe 1%
per cent except that the frst §4000 net
ineome, subject to the normal tax, under
the above personal exemptions will ba
taxed at € per cent. The surtaxes begin
with w toial net income in excess of
$6000 tnot deducting exemptions), and
are graduated from 2 pef cent to 66 per
eent. Thus the maximum income tax
rate for Individunls may ba 77 per cent.

“Corporations, under the pending leg-
fslation, are assesssd n pormal income
tax of 18 per cent (12 per cint In cer-
tain canes). und In addition are assessed
& war profits or an cxcess profits tux,
which ever may he the higher, nccording
to the two methods of computlation set
for in the bill,

“Under the proposed legislation as
pagsed by the House the normal income
tax rate ou corporations is 18 per cent,
This rate is reduced to 12 per cont under
oertain clreumstances.
